Announcements/ Update from the Chair: 


The relationship with Microsoft has finally come to an end. We can pay them £10 
for the old domain, which would allow the BHCA to remove the dash from emails, 
but it was agreed to not pay the £10, annual fee. 


The Police are helping to promote the ‘Bobby Scheme.,,. This is a charity, who are 
looking for donations and promotion. They offer advice after your home has been 
burgled. Agreed that we will consider giving them an advert in the BHN. 

Action - AP to feedback to this charity about attending some clubs in the village 
to promote themselves, for example, the hub, knit and natter etc. 


Mandates have been signed, Hilary has them, AM needs to sign them. 
Action - AM to sign mandates. 


Gift Aid - AP has applied for Gift Aid. If approved the BHCA can claim gift aid 
back on the trim trail, or any travel expenses. 


Financial Update: 

Signed up for ‘give as you live’. 

PayPal giving - BHCA collect donations via PayPal, they then bundle it up, then 
once a month they give you those donations, plus a little extra (the giving 


part). You can’t see what has gone into the pot until it is transferred, BHCA 
currently have £80, this money will be transferred on the 25th of the month. 
Action - AP to get a list of who donated via PayPal for the xmas tree. 


Christmas Tree - The most that has been raised so far is £200, a few other 
people have said they will donate but it won’t reach the £3k that is required. 
How could more money be raised? A collection around the houses, £1 each? 
Regular giving, £1 a month, give as you live (PayPal), direct debit? 
Subscription for the BHN - difficult to keep track of this. All good ideas, but too 
late for this year. 


BD said all businesses were friendly when he went in and spoke to them, yet 
none of them have donated. 


Agreed by all members of the BHCA that the Xmas light event will not take place 
this year. Next year we will consider it, as gift aid may be claimed.

2nd - AP. 


BHN - Last month there were 200 extra copies, this month the delivery was 100 
short. None of the new houses received a copy, and there were no extra copies 
left over. Someone may be taking more than they need. 

Action - LC to check who has too many in their bundle for delivery. 

Two volunteers are unable to deliver anymore, two new people have come on 
board. Graham Haylock and Graham Wagstaff are happy to take on more rounds. 
A decision needs to be made about a January copy, as LC doesn't really want all 
the copies in her house over Xmas, plus AP is away. It is an additional issue, HW 
would need to talk to the advertisers, as it would cost them more. It can earn the 
BHCA £500 for the month, but is it worth the hassle over Xmas. 

Action - HW to ask advertisers, if they aren’t keen then it won’t go ahead. 

It did go from 12 to 11 issues as it gave the delivery volunteers a break. 


Phone Box - Install a red phone box by the library, which will be used as a library. 
AP has a meeting with Terry from the library. It could add towards usage for the 
library, it could add towards their footfall. People could use it when the library is 
shut. 


Parks and Rec - Apply for grants!

Action - BD to announce on FB that the event will not be taking place this year.
